the ships of war lying around were in- 
tended for driving away the Black Flags in 
order to protect the Western Merchants in 
carrying on their trade between Kongko 
river and Yunnan without any disturbance, 
and that no interference with the locality, 
{of Annam) wonld be made. 


‘When the French Naval Officers had 


their ships of war lying in the harbour thoy 
were welcomed and entertained by the 
Civil Officers of Tonquin, and the French 
crews’lodged on the: mainland for more 
than 20 days, during which period noithor 
of the parties had any difference with tho 
other. The French, howovor, taking the 
advantage of the incapability of the native 
‘officers to make any Preparations for action,

with their consorts the Spaniards, invaded 
the three provinces inSaigon. The war con- 
tinued for threo years, und at Jast the three 
Provinecs wero yielded to tho French by 
the Annamese on a treaty of pence being 
made. Pence continued for some timo, 
after which tho French tried to poasesg the 
other three interior provinces of Saigon, 
but the Annamese reftteed to accede to this 
arrangement. In consequonco of: this re- 
fusal, in 1874, the Frongn had many ships 
of war around ‘Tonquin and attacked 
soveral places, capturing and ill-using inany 
of the nativo officers. In a battle, however, 
the French Commander-in-chicf was slain. 
Afterwards a Treaty was made betweon tho |! 
French and Annamese Governments that 
the places whith had been take by the 
French should be restored to Annam:; that 
the provinces of Saigon be given up by 
Annam to the French to be governed by 
them ; thatchostilities should cease between 
hoth Governments for ever, and that Mer- 
cantile pursuits should be carried on... Now. 
the question ‘arises,—For what reason did 
tho French invade Tonquit -this time? 
Do the French mean that Annam could not 
keep up the Treaty.on account of. its in- 
ability to provent interference with the 
Frenel merchants by the Black Fing.
